Stephen Dowdale, about 40 Years of Age, born in 
Ireland of honeſt Parents, who gave him good Educa- 
tion at School, and caus'd him to be inſtruced in the 
Principles of Chriſtianity. He was of no particular 
Trade, but ſerv'd in the Wars of Flanders, in Queen 
ANNE's Reign, and was a Serjeant in an Eiſb Regi- | 
ment of Dragoons, and ferv'd to the SatisfaQtion of 
his Officers, till after the Peace, when (as he ſaid) he | 
was to be made a Quarter Maſter of Dragoons ; they 
were brought home tc Ireland and disbanded. Then 
being put to his Shifts, after he had paſs'd ſome Time 
in his own Country, he reſolv'd upon new Adventures, 
and pitch*d upon the City of London, and Parts adja- 
cent, for the Scene of his Actions. There he apply'd 
himſelf to the Gaming Tables, and ventur'd very 
high with one of the a noted Gameſters in the King- 
dom, to whom he was indebted above 200 l. but left 
him to ſeek Payment from one of the Cells of New- | 
gate, where he was arreſted without putting his Credi- 
tor to any Trouble of confining him for Debt. Dow- 
dale not ſucceeding, in his Gaming, joyn'd himſelf to 
a Society of above 9 or 10 Perſons who were reſolved to | 
raiſe Contributions on the Highway. 1n this he ſuc- 
ceeded without being diſcover'd, and acted the Beau for 
ſome Years ; during which Time, he, with his Com- 
panions committed innumerable Robberies in Town and 
Country; till at length wearied of this Life, he re- 
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ers 
kept out of the way, and they whom he profecùted 
were acquitted. But his own Vices turning upon him, 
he was convicted upon the two Indictments mentioned 
above, both which Robberies came to be known only by 
his own Confeſhon. It was thought his Life would 
have been ſpar'd, if he had liv'd to enjoy that Bleſſing, 
Under his Sentence, he behav'd with great Reſigna- 
tion, and falling fick, always appear'd very Penitent, 
till the Fever increaſing more and more upon him, he 
for ſeveral Days loſt all his Senſes, and as he was alone 
lock'd up in the Celt, he gave up the Ghoſt, upon 
Sunday Morning, the 5th Day of this Inſtant April.
